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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 
01, 2007 has been entered. 

The amendment filed 08/01/2007 after final rejection does not introduce new matter. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

In the specification at page 1 after the title insert: 

This application is a divisional application under 37C.F.R. 1.53(b) of U.S. Serial 
No. 09/855.124 filed May 14, 2001, which is now U.S. Patent Num: 6,689,724, which is 
a continuation-in-part of U.S. Serial no. 08/713,420 filed September 13, 1996, now 
abandoned. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Applicants amend the claims such that the claimed invention is a graft having 
enhanced thermal oxidative stability, comprising: (a) a basestock grafted to an 
antioxidant additive, wherein the basestock (b) is selected from the group consisting of 
mineral oils, polyol esters, polyalpha-olefins, fuels, oligomers, polymers, copolymers 
and mixtures thereof; and the antioxidant additive (c) comorisina: (\) at least one 
oxazollne and at least one polyol ester, and (li) a reaction product of at least one polyol 
diacrylate and at least one antioxidant YH, wherein Y is selected from the group 
consisting of RS, R2N, (R0)2PH0, phenols and mixtures thereof, wherein R, 8, N and O 
are specified in the present claim 12; thereby additives deriving from both groups (i) and 
(ii) that are grafted to the basestock. 

In light of the amendment, the new search has been done. 

5. No prior art has been presented or found that either teaches or makes obvious 
the claimed antioxidant additive that comprising the combination of at least one 
oxazoline and at least one polyol ester, and a reaction product of at least one polyol 
diacrylate and at least one a general antioxidant YH; and wherein the resulting 
antioxidant additives are grafted to the basestock. 
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6. The closest reference of record is still Patent 5,744,434 to Schlosberg et al. 
However, Schlosberg fails to disclose the claimed three part antioxidant additive 
including: at least one oxazoline and at least one polyol ester, and a reaction product of 
at least one polyol diacrylate and at least one a general antioxidant YH; and wherein the 
resulting antioxidant additives are grafted to the basestock. 

Since there are no other outstariding issues with regard to the clarity of the claims, 
these claims are deemed to contain allowable subject matter.
